On 15th March 1989, information was received by 
Shri Rameshwar Sahay, Circle Inspector that certain 
dacoits had blocked a road at Lonara Pul and were 
looting passengers. In the absence of the availability of 
the requisite number of personnel, arms and ammunition 
and vehicles at this odd hour, Shri Sahay proceeded to 
the spot accompanied by Shri D. K. Singh, Assistant 
Sub-Inspector, on his own old motor-cycle. Without 
caring for his personal safety, he challenged the dacoits 
and was fired upon by the dacoits before he could take 
^ut his rcvQlvcr. While this flring continued from both 


the sides, one of the dacoits rushed towards Shri Sahay 
with his country-made pistol and aimed at his chest. 
Shri Sahay kept cool and with utmost concentration shot 
-the dacoit dead. Sensing danger the other dacoits 
managed to escape under the cover of darkness. The 
dead dacoit was later identified as Jawahar Jamadar a 
dreaded dacoit of the area. 

In this encounter, Shri Rameshwar Sahay, Circle 
Inspector, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

On 10th December, 1989, information was received 
that a gang of 7-8 deceits was moving in . the area of 
village Judehi Garian Purwa. Police Station 

Baronda alongwith one Assistant^ Sub-Inspector and one 
S.A.F. patrol party of 5th Battalion (including Constables 
Onkar Singh and Pratipal Singh) assembled at village 
road crossing and planned a scheme to encircle the area 
where the dacoits were moving. The police party was 
divided into two groups. One group under the Command 
of Sub-Inspector with one Constable of DEF, one Head 
Constable and 4 Constables of S.A.F. and the other 
party comprised of one Assistant Sub-Inspector alongwith 
2 Constables of DEF, one Head Constable and 4 Consta¬ 
bles of S.A.F. 

As per the plan, when both the parties met at village 
Judefai, they further received information that the dacoits 
were taking shelter in dewraha Ghati. On reaching there 
they found three dacoits^ two were sleeping and one was 
on sentry duty. The Assistant Sub-Inspector directed his 
party personnel to encircle the area, thereafter he 
challenged the dacoits to surrender. The dacoit, who was 
on guard duty immediately started firing on the police 
party. Thereupon Constable Pratipal Singh with his SLR 
started firing on the dacoits. As a result of this, one 
dacoit was killed. This led to heavy exchange of fire 
between the dacoits and the police party. Constable 
Onkar Singh noticed three more dacoits in the south 
direction and intimated other members of the party about 
tbe^r position. The dacoits fired towards Constable 
Pratipal Singh, who was firing on the dacoits with his 
SLR. One of the bullets hit Constable Pratipal Singh 
on the lower side of left arm joint. In the meantime 
Constable Onkar Singh saw another dacoit taking aim 
to kill Constable Pratipal Singh. On seeing this, he 
displayed great initiative and tried to save the life of 
his brother Constable by leaving his cover. He took 
position and fired at the dacoit and injured him. However, 
in the process he was also hit by a bullet and 
died on the spot. The dacoits then escaped taking 
advantage of darkness and difficult terrain. Constable 
Pratipal Singh was immediately rushed to Gandhi Memo¬ 
rial Hospital, Rewa where he succumbed to his injuries. 
The dead dacoit was later identified as gang leader 
Ram Sunder Lohar. 

In this encounter Shri Onkar Singh and Shri Pratipal 
Singh, Constables displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

The police party returned the dre 
and also informed the operation Commander on wireless 
about firing. The extremists were firing heavily with 
automatic rifles and Rocket launchers to break cordon 
in order to escape. Shri Singh, without earing for his 
personal safety chased the extremists and took up strategic 
position after crawling in open fields.
